Ir has been affirmed that no man’s 
mind is perfectly balanced ; we all have 
some pet idiosynoracy, which isa sort of 
madness on a small scale; and what is 
true of individuals is, we presume, true 
of nations. ‘The peb mania of the 
English people is decidedly Orientalism 
Naturally a sober-minded, practical 
race, they go mad at once over an 
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Asiatic. What society did on a emall 
scale for Rummun [oll, the nation 
generally did for the Shah of Persia. 
One of the least powerful and least 
respectable monarchs in the world, he 
was received with more display than 
has been accorded of late years to any 
foreign visitor. Political motives might 
excuse, in some degree, the oficial fuss 
that was made abouthim. But political 
motives would neither explain nor 
excuse the social adulation of which 
wo made him the object. Politically 
speaking, the Shah’s friendship is no 
doubt preferable to his enmity. In the 
remoteeventofa war with Russiain Asia, 
it would be preferable that she should 
have to traverse in Persia a hostile 
country, instead of a friendly one; but 
the valuo of the alliance is overrated. 
The population before the late famine 
was estimated at only 10,000,000, of 
whom about one-third were nomads ; 
but that disaster very greatly reduced 
iin number and caused terrible poverty 
and distress, But it is the social rather 
than the official fattery, of which we 
complain. The Shah certainly has a 
number of diamonds, and may so far 
be considered wealthy; it would be 
more to his credit if ho had fewer 
swif ho had exchanged a fow for rice 
when his people wore starving. But 
people fawned upon him simply because 
he is an Oriental ; and the small title to 
respect of the man himself, made the 
adulation more nauseous, The Khedive 
of Egypt is comparatively civilized, and 
far more powerful ; yot did not receive 
one half tho attention that was wasted 
on the semi-barbarous ruler of Persia, 
But he did not come from far enough. 
Egypt is too familiar to us, on account 
of Pharaoh’s adventures in tho Red 
Sea and M. Lesseps’ great Canal; 
whereas Persia is soon through the 
glowing haze of the “Arabian Nights,” 
and the verses of Hafiz and Sadi. 
People are getting to know rathor 
more of bina than they did; but we 
tromble to think what would happen if 
the Emperor resolved on a visit to the 
barbarous West. Chunghow was not 
much troubled; but he went home at 
an unhappy moment, when the Tientsin 
‘Massacre was still fresh in the minds 
of the people, and when Statesmen were 
too busy with the Franco-German war 
to have time to waste on @ man having 
no special mission, nor any kind of 
recommendation. Pin and ——, the 
two Foreign Office clerks who accom- 
panied Mr. Burlingame, were more 
mnocessful; and tradition tells of a 
Chinese carpenter, in still earlier days, 
‘who was made a scientific lion. An anec. 
oto is told, for which we can in no 








way vouch, of some meeting at which 
Sir Harry Parkes was present, and 
where the question arose whether the 
Chinese bad an alphabet. Sir Harry 
said they had not; and the question 
was referred to the Chinese guest, 
who, of course, declared they had. 
What Chinaman would admit that 
China lacked anything possessed by 
anyothereountry? Evensteamand clec- 
tricity are declared to be ancient posses- 
sion of her's, stolen by Western peoples, 
and now brought back, in the shape of 
tribute, by their tardy, repentant off- 
spring. And Sir Harry was at once con- 
vioted oferror. The man must know his 
own language! Of course, And so the 
Engineer now tells us that an “Imperial 
Commissioner,” Mr. Wang Ching-yung, 
is deigning to examino our insignifi- 
cant mines and machinery, with Mr. 
Bourne, O.E., as “Consulting Engineer 
to the Chinese Government,” in attoad- 
ance; and that Mr. Wang Ching-yung 
is an accomplished Chineso scholar, who 
has already spent eome time in various 
parts of Europe, and can speak Gorman 
and French fluently, as well as a fair 
amountof English. And another English 
paper tells us that “a Chinese official 
of distinction, dressed in native cos- 
tume,” has beon visiting the Woolwich 
Arsenal; and the Frankfort Journal 
tells us that great excitement was 
caused there lately by the appearance 
of “General” Wang Ching-yung, of 
Shangbai, who has como commissioned 
to buy ® number of Krupp guns, We 
should not wonder if wo heard, in time, 
of an “ImperialEnvoy and Plenipoten- 
tiary” at St. Petersburg, charged to 
demand explanations from the Emperor 
about the cession of Saghalien. The 
character would be as near the truth as 
either the Commissionership or the 
Generalship, with which Mr. Wang has 
been credited in London and in Frank- 
fort. Is not every Chinaman a great 
mandarin, in the eyes of the enlightened 
‘West? Andare not all mandarins, includ- 
ing their Imperial Chief, distinguished, 
enlightened, liberal, and held back from 
proposingan immigration of Foreigners, 
and a goneral importation of railway 
trains and electric telegraphs, by the 
outrageous hostility of their sub. 
jects? If it were any use, we would 
beg the Hngincer to ask some of the com- 
petont Chinese scholars who are usually 
to be heard of at the Foreign Office, to 
examine Mr. Wang, as to whether he 
can write two lines of Chinese that a 
literate would not shudder at. We 
mentioned in a xecent number that his 
rank is only of thesixth class, and that 
his “commission” proceeds only from 
the Taotai of Shanghai. But it is no 











use; the next Chinaman who goes 
‘Home with a button and a long gomn 
will be accepted equally readily as 
chief among his class ; and be flattered 
and féted with the happy ignorance 
which characterised lion-hunters in the 
days of Thackeray, and has not been 
since in the least modified by the 
educational efforts of School-men or 
School-boards. 





‘Tue report of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank seems to have very 
generally re-assured shareholders as to 
the soundness of its position. Irritated 
and alarmed beyond measure by tho 
successive disclosures of losses which 
had swept away the Reserve Fund, the 
shareholders insisted, last year, on an 
authoritative inspection and exposi. 
tion of the real state of the Bank 
accounts. The request was met by the 
appointment of Mr. McLean to visit 
all the branches and report upon their 
position, ‘The nomination was objected 
to by many, who held that independent 
evidence from a professional account. 
ant not interested in the Bank, would 
tend more to restore confidence, than 
that of any servant, however trusted. 
‘The appointment was, however, adhered 
to, and wo are told tho substance of 
‘Mr. McLean's opinion in the Directors’ 
half-yearly report, He advised that » 
farther sum of $116,000 should be 
written off as lost, though admitting 
that a portion might be. possibly 
recovered; and, assuming the doubtful 
aceounts to turn out all bad, he 
estimated the further possible losses to 
be at the outside $340,000. We are 
inclined to rely that this statement 
does really touch the bottom of the 
slough. Knowing that it was tho 
successive statements of loss, each 
purporting to be final but each followed 
by worse disclosures, which had shaken 
the confidence of shareholders even 
more than tho actual amount of the 
losses, the Directors would be mad 
indeed to tolerate any farther conceal- 
ment. What the shareholders were 
crying for was to know the worst, and 
we are convinced that the emphasis of 
their demand, no less than Mr. McLean's 
own discretion, will have led him to do 
thoroughly the work he was appointed 
to do. Such was the state of un- 
certainty the action of their prede- 
cessors had caused, that the Directors 
had better written off half a million of 
capital, and convinced people it wes 
final, than concealed $100,000 of bad 
debts which would have afterwards to 
be disclosed. We repeat, therefore, that 
we have fall confidence the worst bas 
been at last declared: and the event 
tends to confirm that impression. ‘The 
fact that $16,000 of the $116,000 
which Mr. McLean recommended 
be written off, has been since Te 
covered, should prove that he was, if 
anything, over careful in his desire te 
cexposo the real worst of the position 
On the other hand, $41,000 of the 
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doubtful $340,000 have been ascer- 
tained to be bad, and extinguished ; 
together with certain losses by recent 
failares. Altogether, $154,000 have 
heen sent, in the present report, 
after the million already sunk, 
‘There remain $299,000, possibly bad, 
of which the Directors anticipate 
that they will recover half. Let 
us take it, however, at the worst, and 
estimate that this sum has also to 
go. There are, to meet it, $100,000 
at the credit of Reserve, $43,000 
at the credit of Marine Inscrance 
account, and $106,000 carried for- 
ward—in all $249,000; leaving a 
deficiency of $50,000 to be met 
ont of capital, if this half-year’s 
business proves a complete blank. 
Secing that the last half resulted in 
a profit of $263,000, this is surely 
a sufficiently black view to take of 
the situation, Assuming that the mat- 
tor of past losses is thus really disposed 
of, there is everything in the position of 
tho Bank, now, to inspire confidence. It 
has dono a good business during the half- 
year; and though its Deposit account 
has beon largely reduced, owing pro- 
bably more to the badness of the times 
than to any actual loss of confidence, 
itholds actual cash and Government 
securities to within $3,000,000 of its 
note and deposit liabilities. Relying that 
the Bank has had a lesson which will 
prevent any farther bolstering of wild 
speculations for a long time to come, and 
will restrain itto alegitimate and careful 
banking business, we believe the share- 
holders may congratulate themselves that 
they are near the end of their troubles. 
The inconvenience which has been 
caused in many cases, by the cessation 
of dividends, has been cruel; but we 
trust those who have been able to 
weathor the storm may now look for- 
ward to an early relief from their 
difficulties.

An extraordinary general meeting of the 
Shanghai Rowing Club was held Wednes- 
day, for the purpose of handing over to the 
keeping of the winners,—the Tai-koo crew 
—the “Hong Fours” Challenge Cup, 
presented by Mr, Alfred Dent. 

‘The Municipal Council, have, at the 
written request of twenty-five electors, 
convened a special meeting of Ratepayers 
for the 7th proximo. ‘The questious to be 
considered are—The application of the 
Hospital Trustees for a loan by the Muni- 
cipality ; and a motion by the Couneil in 
favour of a ro-assessment of land and 
houses within the limits of the Settlement. 

‘The minutes of the Municipal Council 
meeting hela on the 16th, contain little 
matter of interest, We commend to our 
readers’ attention, however, the voluminous 
correspondence between the Municipal 
Council and the Trustees of the Goneral 
Hospital. The Community aro indebted 
to the Council for the care with which 
they have examined the financial position 
of the Hospital, and for the lucid state- 
ments which are now made public. 

Pleasantly warm woather induced o

rived yesterday from Chinkeang, and after 
a short detention in the lower limits of 
the harbour, also proceeded towards the 
Arsenal, for the same purpose. 

The behaviour of the men latterly, has 
been as orderly as it was at first bad ; and 
the near departure of the remainder is 
regarded with unaffected rogret by our 
native fellow residents, ‘Their martial 
visitors have so grown upon their affections, 
that a prospect of another Formosan 
embroglio would throw them into ecstacie 
For the first time, perhaps, in Chi- 
nese history, the soldiery have been 
kept well in hand, and no depredations 
allowed on the citizens. Besides this, tho 
troops have spent a large portion of their 
pay in buying articles which cost only half 
as much here as at their homes on tho 
north of the Yangtsze ; these commodities 
not having been li-kinized, Instead of 
forcibly taking articles from shopkeepers 
at prices appraised by themselves, as is 
their wont, they have paid fair prices for 
them, We would gladly ascribo this 
change to improved discipline ; we did #0 
in fact to a native friend, who evidently 
comprehended the situation better than 
we did, It was fear, he said, of our 
Municipal police, that caused such good 
order to prevail, ‘Tho troops havo beon 
impressed with a wholesome dread of 
our Municipal force, and consequently 
moved about as sucking doves, 

ELMS. Vigilant has looked in during 
tho week, but left again on Wednonday for 
Chefoo, where sho will met the Admiral 
and take him to Tientsin, 

A volunteer parade was had on Thursday. 
‘There was rather a better muster than has 
been usual lately. Still, with the exception 
of the Miholoongs—who turned out nearly 
60, and were divided into two Companies 
to equalise them with tho others —no 
Company mustered in half its effective 
strength. ‘The force marched out to the 
Race Course, where somo skirmishing 
and battalion drill was fairly well gono 
through ; the Miholoongs agaia certainly 
deserving credit for their skirmishing 
practice, On the march home, various 
changes of formation wereaccomplished, the 
men improving evidently with each 
repotition, thus showing that all they want 
is more drill, We shall be able to havo 
more frequent parades now the wea 
ther is getting cooler; and men must 
tarn out more regularly. ‘That even tho 
nominal strength of the Corps is less that 
a half of what it should be, wo are tired of 
ropeating. 

Our readers will be interested to know 
that a contract for the completion of the 
Woosung tramway has been settled in 
London, and that the Superintending 
Engineer will leave England on the 2nd 
October.

Complaints of laxity in the performance 
of his official duties by the present Che- 
hsien, have attracted the attention of the 
Fuatai, who is said to have communicated 
with the Taotai on the subject generally, 
but more especially with reference to the 
recent escapes of criminals from the Shan- 
tung Road Hospital and the Yamén Prison, 
Although not suspended from office, the 
Chehsien was on Wednesday compelled to 
dof his button, pending an enquiry. 
Crime is said to have increased in the 
ity and neighbourhood—the list i 
cluding three murders, several burglarii 
and robberies with violence, and outrages 
of other descriptions. 

A caso of systematic squeezing came 
before the Mixed Court Monday, which 
wo should hardly have thought possible 
under the eyes of the Police, But where 
80 much is knowingly let pass, it is less sur- 
prising that smaller matters should be over- 
looked. A Chinaman seems to have been 
in the habit of systematically squeezing 
native boatmen, under pretence that he 
was authorised to impound their boats for 
official use. In the case which led to his 
arrest, ho carried off two yulohs in the 
absence of money ; and in a house near 
the Hongkew Creek, which ho had told 
his victims was a tax office, the Police 
found a number of yulohs that had been 
‘apparently stolen from boatmen under 
similar circumstances:—The Poli ma 
to have arrested the thief in this case, 
without reference to the Foreign Consuls ! 
and he was sentenced to a sharp, though 
scarcely adequate punishment. 

‘There has been another desperate fight 
in Hongkew. Between ono and two o'clock 
‘Wodnesday morning, a party of sailors quar- 
relled in the neighbourhood of the Broad- 
way, knives wore drawn, and one man is 
ted to have been seriously stabbed. 
‘Ho was, however, taken away by his com- 
panions, and the efforts of the police have 
hitherto failed to trace any of the men 
concerned, 

Wo hear that, consequent upon tho 
action of the Police to suppress annoy- 
ances resulting from the present system of 
hiring jinrikshas to middle men, who in 
turn sub-let them to others by whom they 
are let out singly to the coolies, the prin- 
cipal proprietors ate conferring, with a 
w not only to substitute a better plan 
in that respect, but also to provide a less 
dirty class of coolies as runners. The 
latter is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished. 

We hear so many complaints of jin- 
ricksha men, that it is satisfactory to bear 
some testimony on the other side, A gen- 
tleman left a pair of field-glasses in a jin- 
ricksha on Sunday night, and early 
on Monday morning the coolie brought 
them to the Police Station. 

‘The body of a foreigner was found float- 
ing in the river, above the East Gate, at 7 
p.m, on Sunday. There was a sovere 
wound on the head, which leads to the 
supposition that deceased met his death 
through violence. The body was dressed 
in a white flannel shirt, blue pants, white 
socks, and canvas shoes with leather 
fronts, 









































In the Police Court Wednesday, a rather 
unusual case occurred. A sailor, named 
Edward Anderson, shipped in London on 
board the ship Halloween as A.B., at wages 
£35s, permonth. During the passage out 
to Sydney, the cargo was broached by some 
of the crew, and liquors, cloth, boots, and 
oilmen’s stores, to the amount of £50 
stolen. On arriving at Sydney, several of 
the crew deserted, amongst them being the 
defendant, who was arrested here on a 
warrant. Lt appears that after the Hal- 
loween sailed, the defendant shipped on 
board the Francisco Calderon, at £5 per 
month, On arriving at this port, somo 
of the crew were paid off. In the cours 
of conversation between the masters of 
the reapective vessels, it transpired that 
a deserter from the Halloween was 
on board the last-named ship, hav- 
ing been regularly shipped, in Syduey. 
Captain Watt immediately took steps 
foy the man’s arrest, and, yesterday 
morning, he received a sentence of six 
weeks’ hard labour, A great inducement 
is offered to seamen in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne, by the “crimps,” or boarding- 
house runners, who tempt the men to 
desert with an offer of 30s., or thereabouts, 
cash down, and a promise to ship them at 
£5 per month.

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ORIENTAL DIPLOMACY. 


+ isa very curious thing that England 
‘ith her great Oriental experience, 
ever seems to retain a proper estimate 
f Oriental character. Every now and 
hen, a degree of comprehension is 
orced upon her; and tho few men 
nmediately responsible for directing a 
sarmese war, or a Chinese war, prob- 
bly remember tho series of misdeeds 
nd evasions which rendered it neces- 
ary. But the comprehension of the 
any does not extend beyond the im- 
iedinte incident given prominence to, 
nd the statesmen concerned make way 
sr others who have to learn the lesson 
rer again, Neither the people nor 
1e Government seem able to overcome 
ie idea that it is possible to deal with 
siatics as you would with Europeans ; 
ad it is only when a series of insults 
ad encroachments has rendered fur- 
er endurance impossible, that they 
rake to a conviction of error. ‘The 
cident which happened lately at 
ientsin was thoroughly characteristic, 
ad if we would Jay the lesson to 
eart, we should have much less trouble 
| dealing with Asiatic magnates. The 
iceroy of Chibli thought it would 
shanee his own importance to keep 
0 Representative of Great Britain 
aiting ontside his yamén. But Mr. 
Fade declined to be kept waiting, and 
t the Viceroy alone with his vain.

it. English statesmen never seem 
realise that Orientals only keep their 
Dgagements 30 far as they fear to 
‘reak them, and that to begin treating 
2 Asiatic Court on the assumption 
at it purposes to loyally observe a 
‘eaty directly it has been made to 
'g0 one, is a fatal mistake. The only 
‘ay to deal with semi-civilised people 
* to lay down certain conditions, which 
“intend to have observed, and insist 








on their observance. Things will go 
smoothly for a certain time, because the 
Asiatic does not find ont for the 
moment that our pressure is relaxed, 
and because the remembrance of coer- 
cion is fresh upon him. But directly 
ho begins to recover, and to com. 
prehend our forbearance, his instinct 
Jeads him to encroach; to refuse 
as much as possible, to evade as 
much as possible—until, at last, our 
patience breaks down and we are again 
driven to the exaction of redress. An 
Asiatic war seldom arises out of one 
incident. It is caused by an accumu~ 
lation of grievances, which are greatly 
due to the mistake wo havé indicated, 
in our converse with Asiatic Statesmen. 
It has been so with our China wars, 
though the particular straw which has 
broken the back of our patience comes 
uppermost in public discussion and 
gives its name to the episode. It is so 
with the King of Burmah, at the pre- 
sent moment. It was nob only 
about the Karennee frontier that we 
were angry. It is the long course of 
insolence and Treaty evasions, which 
inspired the tone of our negotiations, 
and excited a desire to terminate 
the wrong by annexing the country 
and terminating the King’s power to do 
wrong. It is much the same at the 
present moment in China, It is not 
only the Yunnan outrage which has to 
be settled, great as has been the in- 
dignation which the cruel murder of 
Margary has caused. The whole course 
of our policy has to be recovered and 
placed on a firmer footing, and we are 
glad to believe our Government is con- 
vinced of the necessity. 





‘THE GENERAL HOSPITAL. 


‘Tue lease of the building now occupied 
as a General Hospital expires in De- 
cember next, and new quarters have to 
be found. It occurred to the Trustees 
that it would be well to have a special 
Hospital building instead of renting a 
house, and they asked the Ratepayers at 
the last annual meeting, to provide fands 
tobuildone. The proposal was assented 
to, on condition that the property of 
the Hospital be pledged as security for 
the loan, and that the plan of the 
proposed building, the selection of the 
site, and the mode of providing for 
paying off the debt, should be approved 
by the Municipal Council. A considerable 
responsibility was thus thrown upon 
the Council, and the community are 
indebted to them for having thoroughly 
sifted the question. They had to satisfy 
themselves on three points ; 1°, that the 
proposed building was a reasonable 
one; 2°, that the proposed site was a 
feasible one; 3°, that the Hospital 
was earning a fair surplus of income 
over expenditure, Satisfied on these 
points, they were authorised to raise a 
sum not exceeding Tls. 35,000 by de- 
bentures, and lend it to the Hospital 
‘Trustees. But the correspondence shows 
that they have not satisfied them. 
selves on the most important point, 





and the scheme remains in abeyance. 


Though objectionable in itself, the 
proposed site would have been assented 
to, in view of the actual purchaso and 
probable difficulty of reselling it. ‘The 
‘Trustees, as our readers are aware, 
expended all (Le remaining fonds of 
the Hospital in buying a piece of land 
on the outskirts of Hongkew, known 
as Endicott’s Garden. ‘The purchase 
was no doubt made with the best 
intention; but it was a hasty one, 
both as regards cost and position. 
It is so inconveniently distant, that 
medical men would hardly find time 
to visit their patients ; and the price 
paid must have been excessive, for 
it seems admitted that it could not 
be re-sold except at a heavy loss, ‘The 
Council were, however, prepared to 
waive the objection to it, if » houso 
surgeon were appointed; and on no 
other conditions would a hospital so far 
from the Settlement be practicable. 
Land seems to have beon a weak 
point in the management of the Hospi- 
tal, from the beginning. A large sum 
was given years ago for a pieco of 
ground under the City wall, beyond the 
Ningpo Joss House ; but that was lately 
condemned as unsuitable, and re-sold 
for a tithe of its cost; and now, again, 
the Trustees have saddled themselves 
with an unpopular site, which is the 
only contribution they have to offer 
towards the Hospital that it is pro. 
posed to build, However, tho sito 
would have been passed; and plans 
would no doubt have been agreed on, 
if the financial prospects had been 
hopeful. ‘The Trustees had already in- 
timated that Tls, 20,000 would probably 
suffice, instend of the Tis. 35,000 at 
first thought necessary ; and perhaps a 
careful inspection of the new Chinese 
Hospital in Shantung Road, which cost 
only Tis. 5,000, would have convinced 
them that a farther reduction was 








possible, in the estimates. But financial 
prospects are not hopeful; the Council 
show conclusively by their figures, 
that the Hospital has been working at a 
loss instead of a profit, and that so far 
from paying off the cost of the building, 
its maintenance would most likely be a 
permanent charge on the Municipal 
budget. Thanks to the large grants 
of Tis. 1,000 from the French, and 
Tis. 2,500 from the English Council, 
it contrived to show a surplus of 
Tis. 1,795 at the end of 1874, But 
this is not working at a profit. If the 
Council is to give the institution Tls. 
2,000 a-year, in order to get back 
Tis. 1,000 as an instalment of debt, it 
may as well avoid the cross entry, give 
the building-money outright, and face 
the prospect of having to contribute 
Tls. 1,000, or probably Tis. 2,000 a-year 
towards working expenses. That seems 
to be the real position; and it is for 
the Ratepayers to say whether they 
are inclined to accept it. The Council, 
as their agents, evidently cannot, under 
their present instructions. 

‘An important question is raised in 
the correspondence, about the future 
management of the Hospital. Everyone 
recognises the great services which have 
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beon rendered by the Sisters ; their un- 
varying kindness and attention have 
secured them general respect and grati- 
tnde. But, as a matter of discipline, 
the Surgeon should be head of the 
Hospital, and have the entire control 
and governance of it; whereas the 
present agreement vests those powers 
in tho Sisters, and stipulates even 
that they shall be consulted on the 
appointment of a Doctor. It would 
be more consistent with one’s precon- 
ceived idea of Hospital management, 
that this position should be reversed. 
There aro other points, too, which have 
no doubt formed subject of discussion 
between the Trustees and the Council. 
‘We beliove the latter express the feeling 
of the community in their remarks on 
this subject, and we regret to find that 
the Trustees hesitate to meet their 
views. So far as our present informa 
tion goes, it seems clear that, if the 
Hospital is to be built at all, it will 
have to be built, and largely subsidised, 
by the Municipality ; and the community 
will bo right to satisfy itself that the 
future management will be in entire 
accordance with its wish, before advane- 
ing fands for the undertaking. 





RIVER CONSERVATION. 


Tae question of River Conservation 
hhas been again raised by the action of 
the French Council and of the Foreign 
Consuls, Tho former have had a plan 
prepared, secking to assimilate their 
Band line with that proposed by the 
Council of the Northern Settlements, 
and extending 60 as to include in its 
scope considerable portion of the 
Eastern suburbs. ‘The Foreign Consuls 
havotried tore-aminate the Woosung bar 
question, by getting the bar surveyed ; 
and tho report of the Dutch Engineers 
who have been engaged upon the work 
will be looked for with much interest, 
It will still remain to convince the 
Chinese that it is worth while dredging 
the bar at all; and, afterwards, those 
having authority in the matter that 
the plan proposed is a good one. 
However, as the gentlomen engaged 
are, we believe, competent, in the long 
run possibly some good will accrue. 
‘Their idea is reported to be, to make the 
river itself do the work ; to deflect the 
current at Gough island entirely into 
the narrower channel, by means of 
faseines deposited at the mouth of 
the broader one, aud thus create a flow 
which shall do its own work of digging 
through the bar. With the experience 
of the Settlement reach before our eyes, 
we have not much faith in the natural 
forces of the Hwangpoo; and should 
rather apprehend that any artificial 
obstructions will simply tend to narrow 
the one channel without improving 
the other. However, it is unfair to 
express an opinion in anticipation of 
the report which the Engineers purpose 
writing, we believe, after their return 
to Japan. 

It is some years now since the Anglo- 
American Council came forward with a 


scheme for bunding the fronts of the 
two Settlements under its charge, but 
since that period comparatively little 
has been done towards carrying it out. 
Works have been undertaken in the 
neighbourhood of Howard's and the 
P.M. S. S. Co.’s wharves, and these 
have, wo believe, been carried out in 
accordance with the original proposi- 
tion. The main line of the wharves 
along the Hongkew side of the river 
has not been touched by the Council ; 
and it is only too evident, from the 
tone of the correspondence carried on 
between the Council and some at least 
of the proprietors of the wharves, that 
the latter are not duly impressed with 
the advisability of sinking purely selfish 
interests in view of public utility. It 
is scarcely necessary to say that, in a 
matter of this nature, the real interest 
of one is the interest of all. Many 
men will be disposed to accept this 
statement as a truism, who yet, when 
called on to put it in practice, 
would oppose their own lesser interests 
to the general well being. Along 
the front of the British Settlement, 
we would like to see some more 
activity displayed in the formation 
of the Bund line; and we would like 
to see this supplemented, now that 
the French Council have prepared their 
plans, by action south of the Yang-king- 
pang. Still, this would by no means 
render the whole scheme complete. 
Much damage has been dune within the 
last few years by the persistent en- 
croachments of the Chinese in the 
Namtow suburb, Their long, low 
jetties are admirably adapted to catch 
the silt moving abont in the river ; and 
this tendency is aggravated by the 
owners of timber-yards along the shore 
allowing their timber to lie on the mud 
flat, thereby collecting silt and causing 
permanent deposits. The junks havo 
likewise a habit, to put an end to which 
no ‘efforts seem to be: made, of dis- 
charging their ballast into the stream. 
All these things are, of course, in 
accordance with Chinese ideas, which 
allow every man the right of in- 
juring the public interest. Trespass on 
private rights is, of course, resented 
by the individuals interested; but no 
one in China has an interest in public 
matters. The officials take only so 
much thought as may suffice to get 
them over their short term of office ; 
and it is an understood thing that in- 
termeddling in such matters by private 
parties will only entail annoyance, and 
perhaps unlimited squeezes, or persecu~ 
tions of other sorts well known to Chi- 
nese mandarins. So junks goon dis- 
charging ballast into the river, and 
jetties get extended foot by foot till 
permanent damage is done to the flow 
of the river past the native suburbs, 
and consequently to the entire of 
the harbour below. We have always 
urged that Harbour Regulations 
to be effective must be imposed on 
native and foreign vessels alike, and 
we hope that any scheme drawn up 








with a practical result in view, will 





not neglect this most important point, 
‘Meanwhile, an accurate survey of the 
present condition of the foreshore 
likely to be affected by any subsequent 
operations, is highly desirable. No 
available record is in existence of the 
condition of the Pootung side of the 
river. It might bo possible, from 
scattered surveys, to arrive at somo 
conclusions as to the changes in certain 
localities ; but more than this is needed, 
In the same way, the foreshore of the 
Chinese suburbs is still more in need 
of accurate delineation. The effect 
of the various influences at work 
in deteriorating the water-way in 
front, can only be shown adequately 
by such means. We may go on 
arguing in the abstract for years with. 
out gaining much way, but the prac. 
tical exposition of the process which 
such a delineation would afford, would 
at once show the results of neglect, 
As a supplement to the Bund lines of 
the Settlements, and in order to take 
tho fullest advantage of the present 
course of the river, some such plan is 
badly needed. 





CHINESE NEWSPAPERS, 


In is not easy to overestimate the aid 
which the cause of progress in Chiva 
is receiving from the Chinese news. 
pers. Tho -diplomatist and tho 
issionary have not effected in the last 
thirty years so much as the Press, if it 
be properly worked and directed, will 
effect in the next ten. The Chinese, as 
we all know, are eminently a reading 
people; and that they take very kindly 
to the newspaper is proved beyond a 
doubt. Though industrious and active, 
they enjoy Jong rests, and chat and 
gossip are necessary to their existence. 
We have only to listen to the babble of 
a tea-house to convince ourselves that 
the news of the day is discussed by 
native politicians with the liveliest 
ardour and the keenest interest, The 
author of the charming little book 
called “ Our Neighbourhood,” reviewed 
in our columns a short time ago, gives 
specimens of the conversation that circu. 
lates freely in the tea-housesand barbers’ 
shops of Yokohama. Ifa Chinese scholar 
would transcribe the animated chat tbat 
we hear going on where Chinese most 
do congregate, we should gain an in- 
sight into their interior life that we do 
not at present possess. We should 
then discover how eager is their curiosity 
and how vivid their interest in all the 
topics of the hour. Of course, tho 
ruling subject is money, and the various 
fluctuations of business form the staple 
of their talk; but they are alive to other 
subjects, and we are assured that the 
public mind only wants healtby stimu- 
lating to develope in all the multiform 
directions of intelligent enquiry. ‘The 
best means of affording this stimulus is 
by giving them newspapers, and wo 
shall be glad to see journals of all 
shades of politics and sentiments 
scattered over the provinces of this 
country. We know that the paper 
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ablished in Shanghai penetrate as far 
Pe Szechuen, and we are sure that in 
f short time they will be circulated and 
eagerly read in yet remoter regions. 
Yow an excellent suggestion has been 
offered that an attempt should be made 
to supply China with a paper answer- 
ing in some respect to tho Ilustrated 
Toudon News. This would not be an 
impossible task, though of course dif 
fcalties would be met with at the out- 
set, ‘Thoart of wood-engraving is in a 
very elementary state, but cuts as good 
as those published in the early numbers 
of the Penny Magazine would, after a 
shor time, be produced by native 
artists. A Chinaman can perform 
almost any mechanical operation if he 
is only shown how to set about it, and 
though we might not for many years 
get natives to engrave like Linton, 
Dalziel, or Vizetelly, wo should 
soon geé rough and bold present- 
ments of objects of natural history, 
famous places, novel inventions, ro- 
markable persons, and current events. 
It would be easy at first to get a num- 
ber of old blocks from home, and to 
print them here with afew pages of 
desoriptive letter-press. ‘The events 
illustrated need not be very recent, and 
pictures that have appeared in Europe 
several years ago, would be novel and 
attractive to the Chinese. Views of 
celebrated scenes, remarkable pheno- 
mena, and pictures of well-known public 
characters, would have a permanent 
and not temporary interest; and 
if the letter-press gave a summary of 
recent occurrences, it would not matter 
much if tho illustrations represented 
incidents from which the freshness was 
worn off to European eyes. The 
natives in the interior would highly 
appreciate pictures of railways and 
steamboats, and telegraphs, and would 
read accounts of them, themselves 
talk about what they had read to 
their gossips and neighbours, and 
gradually spread a desire amongst 
the multitudes to see the actual 
objects represented by the artist. It 
would soon get buzzed about, that 
the originals of some of the strange 
pictures were to bo seen at Shanghai ; 
tatives having business in neighbour- 
ing cities would come down and see 
for themselves and return to. théir 
homes fall of new ideas. It would be 
Well to cironlate maps of Foreign 
countries with the newspaper, and thus 
to try and disabuse the Chinaman of 
the notion that there i8 no place except 
his own country, He would learn 
gradually to perceive that China is not 
“all, under Heaven,” and when this 
idea had been banished he would be 
ready to accept with avidity the further 
lessons that onr civilization bas to 
teach, Everyone who has made a 
trip up-country, knows how popular 
With the people an IUustrated London 
wis. Tt is always an acceptable 
sift toa Chinaman, and if he had the 
fees and readable matter in his own 
‘ge accompanying them, he would 
furnished with a perpetual source 








of entertainment and information. The 
Polytechnic Institution will do much to 
open the eyes of the Chinese, but we 
have even more hope of an Illustrated 
News, wisely conducted and published 
atacheap rate. The chief difficulty 
in fact is that of money. Willing as 
the Chinese are to read, they are 
willing only to pay an extremely small 
sum for a newspaper. And it is ques- 
tionable whether such an expensive 
publication as an illustrated paper 
could be floated without great loss at 
the outset.

NEWCHWANG. 


There are two steamers in port, besider 
the little Millet, just arrived from Chefoo. 

‘he two, which are big ones, steamers 
Calabar and Cheviot, are loading, under 
charter of C. BML. S. Co., for Swatow, and 
will carry away some 50,000 piculs pulse 
and cake, at 25 and 28 cents per picul 
freight, so that any chances the last ship- 
ments per sailing shins may have had as 
to meeting markets, are quite done for. 
Importers have not realized profits lately, 
although capital prices were obtained at 
auction for the sea-damaged goods ex 
Ousuri, natives, in their eagerness to cut 
in, having paid’ more than had yet been 
obtainable, generally, for sound goods. 
‘The want of rain has interfered more or 
less with business, such a dry spring 
summer not having occurred within 
recollection of the most ancient native. 
Whether the atmosphere has become 
tainted, or what the cause of sickness may 
be, we cannot tell exactly ; but death has 
been very busy amongst the Roman 
Catholic Missionaries—no less than two 
fathers and two sisters having succumbed 
within a few months, The Inst death, 
that of a Sister of Mercy, was, we hear it 
whispered, from cholera.’ Tho weather, 
which was unusually hot, seems to be 
cooling ; and the ther. last week went 
down to 66° Faht., woollen clothing being 
immediately tho rage. There is a great 
attempt to-day at rain; but unfortunately 
the clouds, however black they be, keep 
passing over, and ‘are expressed that 
we shall have no rain till the snow comes! 

Anent the Sisters of Mercy, the usual 
stories, which were prevalent at Tientsin 
before the-massacre, are bruited; but we 
do not anticipate any trouble therefrom, 
as the people are much more fully 
inclined than they seem nearer the Capital, 
Foreigners have better opportunities 
of explaining away the insinuations which 
invariably emanate from the better (!) 
classes of Chi Stil, many will agree 
with me i ig that those good Sisters 
had been appointed to some port where 
their services would be more appreciated, 
and where there would not be the same 
seclusion during five months of the year, 
when, whatever the danger may be, there 
is no possibility of escape, either for them 
or the other ladies of the community. The 
French Government have no right to leave 
their missionaries at the mercy of a ‘po- 
pular cry,” which a few years ago doomed 
to acruel death so many men and women 
of value to the world ; oF if, even after the 
unavenged blow which was so distinctly 
aimed, but from which other nationalities 
suffered also, the French Government do 
not sufficiently care for its children, to 
protect them, it is hardly fair th: 
element should be admitted in the midst 
of residents, who on account of such 
element run a risk of life and death, 
which their own Governments refrain from 
introducing. ‘This is a clear case of a 
French gunboat being wanted, or a few 

































































Zouaves, during the winter. ‘The Surprise 
was here a short while ago, and really 
looked only fit to “ put up a creek,” which 
might have broken her back, as the same 
kind of process had that effect on H.M’s.S. 
Grasshopper, but then the latter for a year 
or two was hot fit for much—and quant & 
la Surprise—several knowing ones pro- 
nounced her considerably “‘hogged” when 
she was here. Lo! she no sooner gets 
“nearer the earth than the sky” in 
the Peiho than she comes to grief, and 
actually proves that she was only fit to 
go up the creek,” where her presence, or 
that of her gallant commander and men, 
would decidedly prevent a catastrophe 
which otherwise cannot be guarded against, 
should the least excitement take place. 
Undoubtedly, we have a danger in the 
midst of us, much more worthy the pen of 
the Correspondent of the Shanghai Evening 
Courier than the subject of brigandago, 
which his late attempt to prove that “A 
Merchant,” who gently chided him for 
“colouring,” is not a merchant, entirely 
put out of his head for the time. Hero is 
& subject for which he need not go to the 
Peking Gazette to glean all his facts, or for 
attending to which he need fear the subtle 
wit of “A Mercha it so delicate 
that only the initiated can understand, 
Every resident will certainly thank him if 
he will induce the French to look after 
their own subjects, and protect from all 
possible danger, women, whose sole aim is, 
however misunderstood by the natives, to 
attend the sick and teach the young ; but 
whose presence stirs up the evil passions 
of the most callous, implacable nation in 
the world, We don’t want a second 
edition of the Tientsin Massacre, and 
sincerely trust that the proper authorities 
will take the matter in hand.

The American steamer Chihli, on her 
outward yoyage to Shanghai, on the 18th 











inst., while passing the village of Koku, 
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was assaulted with stones and missiles, by 
the Chinese junkmen, at the native anchor- 
age in the Koku bend. The affair is to be 
officially represented to the authorities. 
‘The anchorage of the Southern junks at 
Koku is a standing nuisance. Hardly a 
Year passes but one or more foreign 
steamers aro assaulted, just as the Ohilli 
has been in this instance. I am informed 
that at present there is barely room left, 
at this difficult bend, to allow foreign 
‘vessels to pass, the junks occupying nearly 
the whole channel. The native officials 
appear to have little or no control over 
these Southern junkmen, who are, as a 
class, notoriously disorderly and dangerous. 

‘We have had a most agreeable change 
in the temperature here. The Ther. fell 
two days ago, suddenly, from the nineties 
to 70° Fah., where it has steadily remained

elplessly on to the beach. She took the 
ground about 7, having at last been run 
neatly stem on by those in charge. Nearly 
the whole of the Foreign Community 
turned out, but the violence of the w: 
‘was such that no assistance could be ren- 
dered to the unfortunate crew. The: 
succeeded in launching a small boat, in 
which four Chinese supercargoes and two 
nativesailors found their way ashore amidst 
the surf, A rope which had been attached 
to this craft with a view of hauling it back 
for another load, unfortunately parted, 
and from this time till past midnight the 
remainder of tho crew stuck to the vessel, 
with heavy seas breaking over them all the 
time, Soon after midnight the vessel 
began to break up, and ina fow minutes 
became a total wreck. The crew jumped 
or were thrown into the water, and all with 
tho exception of four Chinese and a Corean 
doy swam or were washed ashore. Captain 
Rameay himself was picked up last of 
all, clinging to the after part of the 
wreck.—On the following morning we 
Jonrned that the German brig Peter had 
gone ashore during the night. She now 
lies high and dry at low water, but in a 
‘comparatively safe position, The Catharina, 
another German vessel, kept dragging het 
anchors, and about nightfall was found 
touching the ground a few yards in front 
of the Customs jetty. Nuibers of janks 
aro ashore, and it is reported that some 20 
or 30 Chinamen have lost their lives. —The 
Ellon Castle was laden with beans, bound 
for Amoy, and our beach yesterday after- 
noon presented @ curious spectacle of hun- 
reds of coolies with baskets of every de- 
scription eagerly collecting the cargo as 
it was thrown up in yellow heaps all over

HANKOW. 


Somuch has been written about the def 
sive proceedings of the Hankow people, 
that it may be as well to say what really 
has been done, Knowing that some burn- 
ing questions were being discussed at 
Peking, and that there was at least a 
remote’ possibility of disagreement, the 
Municipal Council sent round a circu- 
lar suggesting that it would be wise to 
organise s defence corps, and calling 
a meeting to talk over the matter. lt 
was not at all implied that there was 
imminent danger, nor was the name of 
H. M.’s Consul ‘taken in vain, as was 
suggested by tho first rumour which came 
down. ‘The Council, as the natural leaders 
of the community, simply took occasion 
to suggest that it’ would be an opportune 
thing to do, to form a defence corps ; and 
a meeting ‘has been held and a defence 
corps formed, accordingly. The shape in 
which the report first came down here 
implied nothing lees than imminent ap- 
prehension of sack and pillage; and people 
began to think whether the troops from 
‘Tatsienloo, who were reported as marching 
for Yunnan, had threatened to destroy 
Hankow on’ the way. As it is, the resi- 
dents seem to have done a very sensible 
thing, and it would be well if every 
foreign community in China copied their 
example.

“After Sir Douglas Forsyth had con- 
cluded the agreement on the subject of 
Western Karenneo, and had taken leave of 
the King, an informal, but friendly, com- 
munication was made to him from the 
Minister, indicating disinclination on the 
part of the Court of Ava to assent to an 
escort of British troops accompanying a 
fresh mission to China, but offering a 
Burmese escort. 

“Tn consequence of this circumstance, 
it has become necessary to make a fresh 
communication to the king, and the sub- 
ject is still under discussion. While no 
demands will be made upon the Burmese 
Government other than those which are 
necessary and just, His Excellency in 
Council entertaids a confident expectation

‘The result of tho past six 
it any rate proves that even during 
exceptionally bad times, and in the face of 
tnmually grave mereantilo complications, 
the Bank has been able to do a fairly. 
remunerative business. Reverting to the 
failures that have taken place during the 
past half-year, I think you will agreo with 
me when I say that the very trifling losses 
which the Bank has incurred through them 
afford convincing evidenco of the prudence 
and forethought applied in managing your 
business. It is all but impossible to escape 
from someloss in times such as wo are now 
witnessing, but the eautious policy which 
has carried the Bank uninjured during the 
recent crisis will, you may rest assured, 
continue to be followed by the Board in 
future, and I trust with the same fortunate 
results, Mr. MeLean’s Report.—As pro- 
mised by the Chairman at our last 
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meeting, the substance of Mr. McLean’s 
report has been placed before the share- 
holders. He carefully inspected all 
the Bank’s establishments and accounts, 
valuing, as for as ho was able, the 
various assets, and although my co: 
directors and myself wero certainly un- 
propared for 0 serious a depreciation in 
the valuation of tho Bank’s securities as 
Mr. McLean found, we have accepted 
withont question the accuracy of Mr. 
McLean's estimates, as we fully recognise 
tho care with which they were made, and 
we ourselves had reason to know that in 
the interval some accounts had gone some- 
what to the bad. Mr, McLean estimated 
$116,888.68 as lost, and recommended the 
amount should be written off at 30th 
of June. It will be satisfactory to you 
to know, however, that, while providing 
for all the items’ referred to, we have 
only had to write off $100,911.14, thus 
showing that $15,977.74 had been in 
‘meantime made good, and we con- 
sider that a fair amount of that now 
written off will yet be recovered. Again 
Mr, McLean estimated that we might 
Joso on “doubtful accounts,” if they 
eventually turned out all bad, at the out 
side, a further sum of $340,000, This of 
course includes the doubtful accounts at 
the Hexd Office as well as at all the 
Branches in London, India, China and 
Tapan—overywhere. ' As stated in the 
Report, $41,000, havo since been ascor- 
tained to be bad, aud have been written 
off.

Hospital attendants and 
servants will be paid by the Sister Superior 
out of the funds of the Hospital, and they 
will be under the direction and superinten 
dence of the same Sister Superior, who will 
be at liberty to engage or to discharge them 
as she may judge best.

They will’not undertake any new enter- 
prise, whether within the establishment or 
without, before asking and obtaining the 
sanction of the Trustees. 

Article XIII.—The Sisters of Charity will 
always remain under the direction of their

Article XIV.—When a Sister dies, the

Article XV.—In case of tho voluntary 
withdrawal of the Community, or of another 
Congregation taking its place, the Sister 
Superior and the Trustees should give each 
other mutual notice one year beforehand, and 
should come to an understanding to deter.

Working of the Hospital. 


So far as regards the Nurses, tho Council 
are entirely of opinion that the present system 
should not be continued, and in this they are 
supported by almost the unanimous opin 
‘of the medical men, who attended a Board 
meeting on the 14th inst.; aa they believe 
they will also be by the community, if the 
public money has to be pent on the Hospital 
One and all the Doctors speak highly of th 
Sisters of Charity as Nurses, and aro in 
favor of retaining them under different and 
proper arrangements, but the objection is 
to the preseut system. For confirmation 
of this, it is only necessary to refer to 
the annexed copy of the agreement with tho 
Superior of the Community of St. Vincent do 
Paal, wader whose control, infact, the Hospital 
appears to be. : 

‘With regard to the plans, whilo the Council 
do not doubt those already accepted by the 
Trustees are admirable, and reasonable for 
what is proposed, they would wish to bo 
further assured before accepting them, that 
less expensive buildings will not answer every 
purpose, and it is worth considering whether 
some of the accowmmodation provided for 
could not be dispensed with, 

At all events, the Council believe that no 
expense should be gone to for mere archites: 
tural effect. ‘They are of opinion if public 
money is to be spent on it, there should be 
‘tenders invited for plans with estimates. If 
several thousand tacls can be saved in this 
way, it will reduce the yearly expenditure 
very materially. 

‘The Resolution passod at the last Rate- 
payers’ Meeting authorized the Council to 
assist the Trustees by advancing a sum not 
exceeding Ts, 35,000, * * * * provided 
* * the plan of the building, the selection of 
the site, aud paying off the debt, be submitter 
and approved by the Council. I¢ only remains, 
therefore, to consider the payment of the 
debt, and this is an important item. The 
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Council doubt very much if it can be done 
as the ‘Trustees propose; they believe the 
expenses of carrying on’ the Hospital will 
prove far greater than the Ratepayers sup- 

wn. They feel, if they are correct in this, 
In daty bound to submit thoir views to the 
commuuity before sanctioning the advances. 
{t will then remain for the Ratepayers to 
decide whether they still wish the resolution 
‘carried out. 

‘The Trustees in 1872, in writing to the 
Gouncil for aid, say, ‘it is well known that 
the steady decrease in the number of sailing- 
yessele trading to Suanghai has been followed 
by an equally stendy decline in tho receipts 
of the Hospital during the past two years. 
‘The gross iucome which was Tis. 18,436.79 in 
3869, fell to ‘Tis. 15,661.74 in 1870, and to

Sir,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letters of the 13th and Sist instant. 
‘The Council have given them very careful 
consideration, “and I regret to inform you 
‘that they are not eo fully satistied with th 
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ode proposed by you for providing for pay- 
ing off the debt, as to enable them to make 
the loan of Taels 20,000 asked for. 

‘The Council take due note of your opinion 
that the receipts for the future will be more 
Tikely to increase than decrease; this, however, 
has not been the experience hitherto, even 
‘when the prospects for the increased prosperity 
of Shanghai were greater than at present ; 
and they cannot shut their eyes to the fact 
that the Hospital has never been a self- 
supporting institution even with the grants 
from the two Municipalities, but on the 
contrary the receipts on an average of years 
have declined even with the Hospital so 
centrally situated as it now is, that the 
Trustees have had to encroach’ upon the 
capital to such an extent that it has, with the 
exception of the amount paid for ‘ Endicott’s 
Garden” been all absorbed. Nor can they 
free their minds of the strong impression that 
‘the New Hospital on the sito selected will 
cost more to carry on than formerly. 

‘Under these circumstances, the Council do 
not consider that they would be justified in 
sanctioning the loan on the probability put 
forward by you that the community would, 
when called upon, come forward and reliove 
the ‘Trustees of any embarrassinent. 

‘While believing the Ratepayers are fully 
alive to the desirableness of a Hospital, and 
that they will willingly contribute liberally 
to its support as they have done hitherte, by 

untarily appropriating an amount every

to the gods, Ifenr that the efforts of a 
logical man striving to preserve au unten- 
able position, can only afford gratification 
to powers other than Divine, “he Board 
of Trustees of the Shanghai General 
Hospital have made a very great and 
‘serious blunder. ‘They have bought with- 
out sufficient deliberation, a costly and 
advantageous site, when they had an 
advantageous one close at hand—and they 
had bettor say so. No amount of writing 
or talking can get over this, The best 
thing that can be done is to endeavour to 
ell Endicotv’s Garden, as it is called, at 
‘once, and to accept Mr. Hanbury’s offer. 
At all events, hope the public will express 
their approval of the action of the Muni- 
cipal Council decidedly and with emphasis. 
If the Hospital is built in Endicott’s Garden, 
all chaneo of its paying its way even when 
bolstered up by Municipal grants is gone. 
Doctors who desire to watch their patients 
Will not send them there; and the “old 
and well-known liberality” of the com- 
munity may extricate the commuuity from 
their dilemma, but I do not think it likely 
that it will do'so. ‘The Hospital is, how- 
ever, highly valued by the residents of 
Shanghai, and the services of the Sisters of 
St. Vincent do Paul are gratefully acknow- 
ledged. ‘To secure the continued efficiency 
of the Institution, the residents would 
make some sacrifies, and 1 should cordially 
recommend the Trustees to meet the com- 
munity in a spirit of common sense to ; say 
they have made a hasty purchase, and to 
consider how the mistake may be retrieved.

THE OPIUM WAR. 


To the Editor of the 
Norru-Cunva Darcy News. 


‘Sm,—I notice in your paper of the 23rd 
instant, a paragraph from the Overland 
Trade Report, which is caleulated to pro- 
duce so strongly soporifie an effect upon 
the conscieuces both of the English nation, 
and of all connected with the opium 
trafic, that, beliosing as 1 do, those con- 
sciences to need stirring and’ awakening 
instead of opiates, | beg you to insert the 








following extract from a letter addcessed | 


to the London and China Express by Dr. 
Legge, on the very subject referred to in 
the Overland Trade Report, 

Dr. Legge has been lately described, (I 
think in your columus) as one of the very 
few reasonable adherents of the Auti- 
Opium Association; and his words will 
therefore, [ should hope, carry weight, 

Sir G. Balfour, in his speech during the 
Opium Debate, strove to prove, and the 
Overland Trade Report assumes that he did 
prove, that the so-called Opium War was 
not an opium war. Dr. Leggo shows, I 
think very conclusively, that if it is a 
mistake to say that opium did cause the 
first Chinese war, it is equally erroneous 
to assert that it did not. There were in 
fact two causes: Chinese annoyance, and 
opium smuggling. Now which, 1 ask, is 
most to the credit of a nation, pride and 
exclusiveness, or meanness and oblrusiveness ? 
Tam an enthusiastic lover of my country, 
but I fear that Ido not libel hier in this 
comparison ; neither, alas ! can I doubt but 
that her glory was dimmed by the first 
Chinese war, and that it lies till tarnished 
and soiled By tho superincumbent mass of 
opium and opium gains. Dr. Legge writes 
as follows :— 

“Sir George Balfour endeavoured to weaken 
the case of his opponents by asserting that 
the Chinese Goverament had never been 
sincere in its opposition to opium, and re- 
ferred in proof of this to certain Parliamentary 
papers which he held in his hand, proving, 
is he said, that the Chinese Commissioners 
who negotiated the Treaty of Nanking had 
said to Sir Henry Pottinger that if $3,000,000 
(per annum) were guaranteed to their Govern- 
ment, the trade in opium would be legalised. 
‘The statement surprised me, and it was wnjusti- 
feed by the documents on which it was based, At 
‘the conference for the sottlement of the articles 
of the treaty, when our Plenipotentiary wished 
to speak on the opium question, the Chinese 
Commissioners unanimously declined entering 
on the subject. Being told, however, that he 
introduced it only asa matter of private con- 
vereation, they evinced much interest... . . 
One of the Assistant Commissioners, Hwang 
Tanjin, made the proposal to which Sir G. 
Balfour referred, to Mr. Morrison, our Pleu 
potentiary’s secretary and interpreter, some 
months afterwards. ...... He made it as his 
‘own suggestion... ‘There was no authority 
from the Emperor in 1843 to submit such 

roposal, and when, the following year, it was 

rought b fore him, he ye his memorable 
decision: “It is true I cannot prevent the 
introduction of the flowing poison ; gain-seeking 
‘and corrupt men will for projit and sensuality 
defeat my wishes ; but nothing will induce me 
toderive a revenue from the vice and misery 
of my people.” t'was not fair of Sir G. Bal- 
four to make the use of Hwang Ta-jin's sug- 
«gestion which he did.” 

‘Thus fat Dr. Legge, though his whole 
letter will well repay perusal. 

Lobserve in your leading article of Au- 
gust 23rd, the remark that “diplomacy 
and missionary enterprise have not effected 
so much for China's good in 30 years, as 
the Press will do in 10.” 

Tam not disposed just now to cavil at 
this statement, loose though it be; and 
though it ignores the fact that the Press 
hhas been and still is one great Missionary 
agency. But I am inclined rather to 
adopt and expand Mr. Turner’s dictum, in 
the same number of the L. & 0. Express, 
as the one from which 1 have quoted above 
Gly 9th). When he says ‘no possible 
increase to Missionary operations, and, I 





















































will add, no imaginable extension of the 





influence of the newspaper Press, can 
render so much service to Christianity and 

ivilisation in China, as the spectacle of a 
great Christian nation rising in the dignity 
Of honest acknowledgment of injury com. 
mitted, and sotting herself resolulely to 
the task of repairing this great wrong.”

Mr. Tyson after- 
wards sent Cho-ping to ask me to go back to 
Tientsin, and I went to see Mr. ‘Tyson about 
it. Teaid I would go if they would pay me 
wages, and alo settle the back wages. He 
said the back wages would be paid, and 
that I was to have Tis. 1,200 per annum 
n future, I went back to Tientsin on that 
understanding on the 18th September (6th 
year of Tung-chi.) I thought I was to be paid 
imy back wages, and went on doing business 
‘as before. In the winter of that year, the 
credited me Tis. 300 for wages. In 1803, 1 
sent a letter to Mr. Cunningham, who had 
then come to Shanghai, asking for payment of 
‘Tis.

500 towards it, and I lost the 
other Tis. 970, It is not true, as Mr. Moore 
has said, that when I went to Tientsin the 
first time, my commission was to be per cent.

T then settled one 
account with Mr. Moore, which I can pro- 
duce, (Book produced, and an entry in 
English, in Mr. Moore's handwriting read, to 
the effect that ‘the balance due from Sun-keo 
Hong (plaintiff) was ‘Tis. 6,598.14.) As Mr. 
Moore would not let me go to Shanghai, I 
gave notice that after the sixth moon of 1873, 
I should leave, I left in July of that year, 
On Bist March, 1873, there was a balance due 
from me of Tis. 9,17) On the 3ist May, 
the balance was ‘ls, 16,764.52 ; and on the 
Bist July, the last balance amounted to 
‘Tis. 6,812.35. When I settled the account, 
Mr. Moore asked me to sign apaper (produced), 
I wrote the Chinese in it. Ido not know what 
the English of it meant. [ asked him for 
an accoiint of all items, and Mr. Moore said 
ho could not farnish one, that the paper 
contained the cash balance, and I must. sign 
it, He did not read it to'me. I signed it, 
He said I must settle the general account 
with the Shanghai taipan. I do not know 
if the Chinese and English in the document 
express the same meaning. I spoke to him 
about my back wages, and everything, and 
‘Mr. Moore said that I'must settle about that 
at Shanghai, After I had signed that paper, 
Mr. Moore gave me a document in Chinese, 
making it appear more definite that I was 
indebted to the firm, and told me to write a 
letter like it, but I refused to do so, as “I no 
makee me look like thief.” 

‘The plaintifi’s auswer was here rend and 
putin, In his answer, the plaintiff urged 
that he had done everything in good faith, 
and accused Mr. Moore of taking an unfair 
advantage of him in making him sign the 
document above mentioned, and wishing him 
to write aletter condemning himself, in his 
(Mr. Moore's) terms. 

Piaintiff resumed—When I wrote that Mr. 
Moore had taken an unfair advantage of mo, 
Imeant that he had wished to make me con: 
vert into a debt that which I held to bo 
an open account. Mr. Moore came to me 
several times at the upper hong, and wanted 
me to settle the account, and afterwards 
Mr. Forbes came two or three ti 
but I told them all my books were gone to 
Shanghai, and I could not settle. ‘The Sun- 
kee hong was then broki it for the 
books back again, but my friends refused to 
send them, as the firm had failed and my 





































|-business with Messrs. Russell & Co. was over. 


Lleft Tientsin on the 19th day of the 9th moon 
of the 12th year of Tung-chi (Sth November, 








1873), and came to Shanghai. I gave Mr. 
Forbes an account. Ten afterwards he 
told me he had sent it to ‘lientsin. At Now 





, 1874, I and o friend asked Mr, 
Forbes twice about the account, and he said 
it had not come back from Tientsiv. In the 
fifth or sixth moon of that year, I went to 
Nanking on business. Before I went, 1 again 
asked him about the account, and he then 
said it had not been returned. I was absent 
from Shanghai until the New Year, 1875 5 
when I returned, Mr. Fitz sent for _me 
the 25th day of the 1st moon, and told me he 
had got the account, I called upon him, and 
we quarrelled over the account. We hada 
good deal of talk about it, aud came to no 
settlement. Ho afterwards sued me in the 
‘Mixed Court. 

‘The Count asked it the prolongation of this 
questioning was essential to the case ? 

Mr. Warsewnicut said he was anxious to 
get at the whole history of the case, because * 
‘the plaintiff had been accused of letting the 
case “slide,” whereas in fact, he had cou- 
tinually tried to get his claim settled. 

Plaintiff was then further examined on 
general matters, pertaining to the accounts, 

‘Mr, Warsewricur then said that it was 
now four o'clock, and it appeared to him con- 
venient to adjourn the case, as it was impos- 
sible to got through the plant's examination 
to-day. 

‘The Court asked how long it was likely 
to last? 

‘Mr. Warsewnicut said probably two or 
three days. He had to examine the plaintiff 
on all the accounts. 

‘ovuT pointed out that it would be 
impossible, for various reasons, to resume the 
case until after the 7th proximo. 

‘Mr. Drvanroxp said an adjournment was 
very inconvenient. It should nob be forgot 

en that a judgment had already been given 
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in the case against the plaintiff, and until this 
case was settled, his clients could do nothing 
in regard to it, either with the plaintiff or his 
sureties, He also complained of the delay 
that bad taken place in filing the petition. 

‘Mr. Warnewricut said the delay ‘was 
unavoidable, and not the fault of the plaintiff. 
‘He should be glad to have a day named for 
‘tho resumption of the case, but uot an early 
day, aa it would give an opportunity for the 
gsumination of witnesses by commission at 

‘ientsin. 

It was ultimately arranged that the case 
should be resuined if convenient, on Monday, 
the 16th August. 

August 17th, 

The case was resumed this morning, by 
‘Mr, Warxewnronr, who recalled 

Tau Son-Kee, the plaintiff, whose examina- 
tion was resumed, tho point taken up bein 
agreement made in 1867, between him 
Mr. Moore, that he (plaintiff) should receive 
doliars at.'n fixed rate of exchange, viz., 
at 72. This agreement was adhered to for some 
time, and accordingly as the rate of exchange 
rose or fell, so plaintiff made a profit or loss, 
In certain transactions in 1872, dollars were 
Aebited against him ata higher rate than 72, 
hereby ‘he lost in that year Ts, 608.60, 

yroduced an account of the transactions 
alluded to. 

‘Mr. Warxewntanr said, as he understood 
this part of the case, there were certain 
transactions which the plaintiff considered did 
not come within the arrangement as to the 
fixed rate of exchange; and he, therefore, 
charged the market rate, and made a profit, 
Tho defendants, however, disputed his right 
to do this, and claimed the profit as belonging 
to them. 

‘Mr. Druamoxp said the fixed dollar rate 
at 72, went on to June, 1872 ; aud after that 
date the market rate was charged in certain 
transactions, which went on to July, 1873, 
juestioned as to why the devia 
made, said~I do not know 
was departed from,—it was 
fr.

Tt 
would save a vast deal of time to adopt that 
plan. 

Mr, Warewnrauz, after consideration, 
said he would have to ask plaintiff some 
questions upon the settlement of 1869. 
was proceeding to put the questions, when, 

‘Mr. Drownioxp asked if it was understood 
that the question he had proposed should be 
submitted to the Court? 

‘Mr. Warsewricnt— Yes, in regard to 
general business matters, but not for the 
‘wages claim. 

Mr. Drvumaioxp—That is the whole point 
of the case ; what I meant was a full and final 
settlement of all the transactions. 

Mr Warxewnicut—There is not a shadow 
of proof that it wasa full and final settle- 
ment.

Court—What wo want to know is, ean 
evidence to show that it was not 
a fall and: final settlement? It would save 
going through all these items. Can we not 
0 to the question as to whether the 1869 
ettlement was full and final? 

‘Mr, Drummoxp.—There will then be the 
juestion of another final settlement in 1873. 
if this or a similar course is not adopted, we 
hall have to go through all the separate 
items of account, which would occupy a great 
deal of time. 

“The Courr asked how many of the items 
alluded to there were? 

Mr, Drusmoxn replied there were 23, and 
up to the present time they had arrived only 
at the third. 














Mr. Watxewricut after some little time, 
said it would perhaps be the best course to 
adopt, and proceeded to examine the plaintiff 
upon the first point—whether the settlement 
‘of 1869 was full and final. 

Plaiutiff deposed—At the end of 1868, when 
Idrew the Tis. 4,400, I came to Shanghai, 
and saw Mr. Cunningham. I told him I 
wanted my wages paid up, ‘and also a settle- 
ment of the money that had been paid as 
expenses, That amount was Tis. 1,400. Mr. 
Cunningham told me to take that sum out of 
the ls, 4,400, I did so, and paid with it 
charges for house coolies’ wages, repairs and 
rent of the upper hong, paper and mats for 
house, shroff’s wages, entertaining customers 
at New Year, &., &¢. I also spoke to Mr. 
Canningham’ about paymeut of my own 
wages, and it was then he said, “my security 
‘man was not proper, and I must get another.” 
Lgave a receipt to Mr. Cunningham for the 
remaining Tis. 3,000, but that meant that I 
had taken so much from the cash account on 
account of my salary. When I left Shanghai 
to go back to Tientsin, I believed that I was 
entitled to those Tis. 3,000, and to Tis. 3,000 
more, as wages. Neither sum has yet been 
paidtome. ‘hat concluded the first, or 1869, 
settlement. In the 6th moon of the 2th year 
of Tung-chi (1873,) I had a settlement with 
Mr. Moore, and ‘at that time I considered 
‘Messrs. Russell & Co, owed me Tis. 10,000. 
I never promised to pay the balance on the 
cash account, Tis, 6,800, because I thought 
they were indebted to me, and I came to 
Shanghai to have a general settlement. ‘The 
amounts 1 hs ‘now named were not in the 
books I closed up with Mr. Moore, but the; 
appear in other bool In the books, I settle: 
up with Mr. Moore, the receipt and disburse- 
ment of money only were entered. 

‘This closed the plaintiff's examination. 
Davanroxd said he considered it 
unnecessary to cross-examine the plaintiff. 

‘The Covnr asked if there was any moro 
evidence to be called in support of the plain- 
tiffs case? 

Mr. Warwewatour said there was a witness 
arrived from Tieutsin, who might probably 
iknow something about it, but ho could not 
tell until he had asked ‘him. The wituess 
was, however, sufferiug so much from se 

ickness that he was not in a condition to be 
questioned ye 

‘The caso was in consequence adjourned till 
the following morning. 






































August 18th. 

‘The case was resumed this morning, by Mr. 
Watxewrtonr, who again recalled 

‘Tho Plaintiff, who further deposed—I re- 
member handing to Mr. Moore, at 
12 shares of the 8. $. N. Co, ‘Tt w 
winter of the lth year of ‘Tung-chi. I 
handed them to him because thero was a 
rumour that my hong had failed, and Mr. 
Moore asked me if Ubad any shares, if 20, 
to bring them to him, as I was’ goin 
to introduce another compradore. 1 dic 
not put them in as security for anything. 
I had not been in Tientsin before 1 joined 
Russell & Co.’s hong as compradore, in 
the Ist year of Tung-chi. I bad previ- 
ously been residing at Yang-tse-poo, in. the 
Shanghai district. “‘The letter produced, of 
the 16th August, 1873, was written by the 
purser at my direction. In the Gth moon of 
1873, there was a settlement, and n cash 
dalaneo of Tis. 6,912.35 found to be due from 
me. Mr. Moore said this balance must be 
paid in silver and not placed to account. I 
cannot tell if the letter produced refers to 
that transaction. 1 cannot understand foreign 
letters. Mr. Moore said he could not settle 
any but the cash account, and that the other 
accounts must be settled by the taipan at 
Shanghai 

By Mr. Davanroxp—I did say in the Mixed 
Court that I never told the purser to write 
such a letter. I could not then remember 
exactly how the case stood. 

‘T’sus CHEN-SAN (the witness from Tientsin) 
‘the purser alluded to, was next called, and 
deposed—I went as purser with Sun and 
Russell & Co., in May, 1870. Ileft in July, 
1873. I balanced Suu-kee’s cash account 
with Mz. Moore from time to time. 1 was 
acting on behalf of Sun-keo in examining and 
balancing his cash account with Russell 
& Co, Sunckee has told me that he had 
a claim for wages against the firm, but I 
never heard bim tell Mr. Moore 80. He also 
said he had some other accounts to charge 





























against the firm. In August, 1873, when thy 
‘eash account was balanced, I'was present, { 
do not know if it settled all matters between 
Sun-keo and Russell & Co. I have seen a 
paper prepared by Mr. Moore. “I have talked 
to Sun-kee about it. I told him what way 
written in it, Sun-keo told Mr. Moore 
that he aust go to Shanghai to setile 
accounts with the Shanghai taipam, Sun-kes 
wrote a memorandum at the foot of the paper, 
and signed it. I did not hear Sun-kee tell 
Mr. Moore that the Chinese he had written 
was a translation of the English writing, 
Sun-kee told me there were due to him some 
Wages, an extra expense account, and a 
claim ‘for loss on dollars. ‘These were not 
included in the cash books I settled up with 
‘Mr. Moore, 

By Mr. Davanoxp—I settled with Mr, 
‘Moore other than Sun-kee's cash account— 
items for insurance and freight. Once in exch 
year, Sun-Keo's wages of ls. 1,200 were pid, 
and “brought into ‘the cash account, ‘The 
accounts were then balanced and settled, 
Sun-kee gave me the accounts, and [ 
settled them. ‘There were a great. inany 
other accounts between Sun-keo and Mr, 
Moore, that I had nothing to do with, 
but they all came eventually into the settle: 
mout that passed through ‘my hands, Suu 
Keo always told mo what to put into the 
accounts. T wrote up Sun-kee's cashi-book 
trom his direction, Hemnever told me to enter 
claims by him for wages, extraexpense account, 
or loss on dollars. I knew of there having 
been disputes between Sun-kee and Mr. Moore 
about these accounts, and that they were not 
entered in the accounts because “Mr. Moore 
refused to settle them. Sun-keo said lie must 
go to Shanghai to settle them. ‘This occurred 
towards the latter part of my service with 
them. I had not heard of any dispute before, 
The wages in dispute were not for 1873, but 
for former years. ‘The total amount of wages 
in dispute Was, I heard Sun-keo mention, for 
five years, about Tis. 6,000. I first heard of 
tho claim for five years’ wages once previous 
to 197: in that year, Sun-kee spoke of 
it frequently, and said he was engaged from 
Shanghai, that bis security was there, and 
that he could go there to settle accounts. I 
never heard Sun-kee speak to Mr. Moore, 
about the Tis. 6,000. I was in the outer office, 
when they were conversing in tho inner office, 
and-Sun-keo has afterwards told me they had 
had disputes about tho wages, Tnever knew 
Sun-kee write to Mr. Moore about the Ts. 6,000. 
Sun-keo's business became very bad in'Tieutsin, 
and he-got into debt, but Ido not know how 




































much, “I have mentioned to Mr. Moore that 
Sun-keo still owed Tis. 10,000, borrowed 
in Peking from a friend. "I made the affidavit 
(produced) before Mr. Sheppard, U. 8. Consul 


at Tientsin, in April last. (Interpreted by 
Dr. Yates'to the witness in Chinese, It 
bore testimony to the correctness of an 
account made out by him at the dictation of 
Sun-kee.) I do not remember if there wat 
any other account afterwards. I do not know 
if it was the close of Sunckee's affairs with 
Russell & Co. Tt was about the last thing 
Sun-kee did at Tientsin with the firm. After 
that account was written, Sun-kee remained 
iu Tientsin for a month or 80, but he did no 
more business with Russell & Co, 

Re-examined by Mir. Warsewereur—The 
affidavit was not read over to me in Chinese, 
before I signed it, at ‘Tientsin, It was read 
very slowly and explained to me, in Englis 
that.I ‘clearly understood its meaning. 
did not understand from the account, that 
Sun-kee gave up all claim to the back wag 
‘The account was only for wages due whi 
Twas at Tieutsin, ‘The eash accounts, which 
I kept for Sun-kee, contained only statements 
of the eash transactions between each period 
of settlement. Sun-kee's business fell off, 
Decause it was rumoured that Russell & Co. 
were going to change their compradore; 
everybody thereupon came down upon him at 
once, some withdrawing their goods from his 
godowns, and otlers demanding payment 
money due to them from him, 

Tox¢ Mow-cure was noxt called for the 
plaintiff, and deposed—I am Messrs. Jardine’s 
compradore at Shanghai. I was compradore 
for them at Tientsin, from 1871 to 1873. ‘The 
commission allowed to compradores on pies® 
Goods is ono per cent. for his guarantee 02 
sales, besides brokerage, 10 cash per piect 
and difference of scale $ per cent. ‘The ou 
per cent, is clear, The allowance on geners! 
merchandise is 2 per cent.,.but out 0 
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he would pay about 4 per cent. to the 
tusk on; while ditferencs of scale would leave 
about one per cent, net to him.’ Difference 
of scale means the “ Chin-pin” for weighing 
syeco used by Chinese and Foreigners. A 
new “Chin-pin” is used by Chinese, but 
Foreigners use the old one, which makes the 
difference. On opium, the buyer pay ls. 5 
per chest, the whole of which is at times 
faken by the compradore. At other times, to 
make the sales look well, he will allow 
ls. 2 to go to the price, ‘taking Tls. 3 for 
himself, Some hongs pay salary as well as. 
com I was allowed Tis. 1,800 per 
snnuin for myself and staff, with Tis. 300 rent 
for hong in ‘Tientsin. Out of one per cent. 
ouly, alll round, a compradore would get 
nothing for himself, If an arrangement was 
made by « compradore, at 2 per cent., to give 
up oue per cent, clear to the hong, he would 
alter paying all calls upon him, have nothig 
for himself. I got 2 per cent, also on. passen- 
gers and Chinese freight. ‘There are no 
charges upon those to the compradore—they 
are ail clear, 7 7 

By Mr, Druxstoxp—While I was at Tien- 

in, there was no rule as to payment of com- 
pradores, Each foreign hong made its owa 
agrovment. It would be‘a very good salary 
for a compradore to clear Tis. 1,000 a year, 
having all his expenses ofall Kinds paid. 

By Mr, Watszwntontr—I mean all his bu: 
ness expenses, not merely a house and cooli 
Otherwise, Tls, 1,000 would hardly be enoug!

 Druwaoxp—There has been such 
evidence admitted in similar cases, and 1 
can call Mr. Fitz, who will identify Mr. 

‘The letters are 
most essential to the defendants’ case, and I 
shall make the application that they be 
received as evidence. If that is overruled, I 
shall place the other evidence that is admitted, 
before the Court, and ask for a commission to 
take Mr. Cunningham’s evidence in America, 

‘Mr. Warewsicur objected to this alto- 
gether, as being virtually a reopening of the 
case. "It was really like intending to go on 
with it until defendants got a decision in 
their favour. But if the Court thought it 
was a fair thing for the defendants to have 
Mr. Cunningham’s evidence, he would not 
object to it. 

Mr. Davanvoxp then offered to put in the 
documents 2s being in support of evidence 
given by Mr. Moore, aud not as original 
evidence given by Mr. Cunningham, 

Mr. Warxewnicur must still object to 
their being admitted, and must ask for a 
distinct decision on the part of the Court, as 
to whether it would read them or not. 

Mr. Droctoxp ultimately consented to 
place’ the case before the Court on the two 
points of settlement, If they were overruled, 
it would then be necessary to obtain Mr. 
Cunningham's evidence on’ the question of 
general accounts. 

Mr, Moone’s evidence, which was taken 
as read, was as follows :—I have read the 
petition in this case, together with the 
auswer filed by the defendants, ‘The plainti 
was employed as compradore at the house 
of Russell & Co., at Tientsin, I was agent of 
Rassell & Co. at Tientsin part of that time. 
Plaintiff entered the service of Russell & Co. 
at Tientsin, as compradore, in 1862, He left 
the house in December, 1868, He rejoined the 
house in September, 1867, and remained until 
July 3lst, 1873, I'went to Tientsin in April, 
1866. I ‘have been agent there ever since, 
except about one year, when I was at home, 
‘This was in 1869, 1876, and 1871—i.e., from 
Dec. 4th, 1869, to May 2st, 1871. Darin 
the ist peied of higemployment, the plant 
was paid by commissions on sales of goods. 
He paid himself by rendering the sales at net 
rates. If he sold a piece of shirting for Tls. 2, 
he would account to the house for Tis. 1.98, 
‘This system was allowed throughvut the whole 
of the first period of his employment, He 
received no salary. He had a free 
live in, which Russell & Co, paid for ; 
were all found. He paid no servants for the 
purpose of the business of Russell & Co. I 
believe he was iteed that his commis- 
sions should amount to Ts. 1,000 per annum, 
During the first period of service, Sun-kee 
rendered regular accounts, This goes to D 
1866. Sunrkeo and I camo to Sh in 
Dec., 1866. ‘The commission in the first in- 
stance was to be 4% per cent, In June, 
1862, the commission was raised to one per 
cent’ So far as I know, the commissions 
to 1866 exceeded the amount guaranteed. 
Amount of commissions to end of 1866 was 
about Tis. 9,500. Thad a settlement with 
Sun-kee before I came away from TTientsin, in 
1866. ‘This was the cash account—the only 
account kept. ‘There were no pendencies in 
December, 1866. Heleft the house in Shang- 
hai in 1866. ‘The account with Sun-kee 
was balanced to Decomber, 1866. The 
second period of service began about Sept, 
1867. I was then agent in Tientsin. ‘The 
arrangement was made with Mr. Tyson, the 
Shanghai manager. I carried out the agree- 
ment announced to me by Mr. Tyson, in a 
note dated Sept. 16th, 1867. ‘This gave him a 
fixed salary and no commissions, I was 
present during the last period of service, 
except as above stated. When I visited 
the United States, Sun-kee rendered his 
accounts to me by ‘his purser. ‘The entries 
are made from compradore orders, and the 
account is very simple. Sun-kee habitually 
verified his pureer’s accounts. I wrote up my 
cash book about once a week, according to 
my time. Ench month my cash book was 
closed and a balance struck. This was done 
with the purser monthly. During these 
settlements, I paid Sun-kee wages accordin, 
to contract. Sometimes they were pai 
monthly, and sometimes quarterly ; sometimes 
in the cash accounts, and occasionally his 
salary was credited in the journal. Some

him. In July, 1873, ab the settlement, Sun-kee 
owed the house of Russell & Co. Tis, 6,812.38 
T. 8, according toa receipt which he gave 
me. This was short cash. A letter was 
written by me, and was explained to Sun-keo 
by me, and the Chinese was written by San- 
kee, who told me the Chinese was a transla- 
tion of the English, and said his cash was 
short Tis, 6,812.38 and he would pay this sum 
to Russell & Co. at Shanghai. ‘The siguature 
asa witness is mine. I saw Sun-kee write the 
Chinese at the bottom of the page. The 
paper is dated August 18th, 1873, Sun-kee 
caunot read or write English, but he under- 
stands English figures. When Sun-kee wrote 
this document, the purser was present. He 
cau both read,’ write, and speak English, 1 
am positive that the document handed 
in was explained to Sun-kee by the purser, 
as Suu-kee confirmed what the purser 
toldme, by acknowledging to me in pidgin 
English, that he owed Itussell & Co., the sum 
named.’ I received a letter from’ Sun-kee, 
dated August 16th, 1873, beinga reply to paper 
marked @, C. (statement of account.) Sun-kee 
left for Shanghai soon after giving me the 
paper B. (His acknowledgment of unsettled 
account of several years, to the amount of ‘IIs. 
6,812.38, and prouii ng to arrange the matter 
in Shanghai.) He said be could only get the 
money in Shanghai, Svu-kee told me he had 
some items against the house, which did not 
amount to much, and which he could nob 
were at his house 
he could not, with 
out his books, give a single item. He left for 
Shanghai, perhaps a mouth later, He had 
not made any previous claims on me or on the 
firm, ‘The mauager of the house at Shanghai 
was Mr, F. B, Forbes. I have a statement of 
Sun-kee's claim. ‘This was not made by me 
or under my direction. ‘The wording is a 
little changed, as it is a translation from a 
Chinese document. ‘The items are mainly the 
same. ‘The notes now before me were made 
by me, they are dated 27th December, 1873, 
at Tientsin. ‘They were made on reading tho 
copy of the claim sent to me. (Copy of 
Sun-kee’s statement of account hande 
deposition annexed), In regard to the Item 
No, 1 in the account of particulars attached to 
the petition, Sun-kee a not claimed any thing

I sent Sun-kee from ‘Tientsin 
to Shanghai to make the settlement named, 
in order to have a fair understanding with the 
house. I received the note, and put it in tho 
safe until May, 1871, when the note was re- 
turned to Sun-keo by Mr. B I did not 
recover from Sun-kee the amount called for in 
the note. I had an open account with Sut 
kee. I did not press him for payment of the 
note. Sun-kee knew I had the note, but L 
did not show it to him. During this timo 
(from the date of the note till I left Tientsin) 
he never claimed from me or mentioned to me 
that he had auy claim against Russell & Co. 
[Che wituess was then examined in detail 
as 19 other claims Sarge by Sun-kee 
against the firm, some of which he said ho 
had never heard of before; two or threo 
were admitted, subject to certain contin- 

encies ; while others were denied altogether. ] 
Betwreen the times Sun-kee was discharged 
and re-engaged by me, he was in Tientsin, but 
made no ciaim against me. He was established 
in business there on his own account, When 
I came to Shanghai in 1865, Sun-kee found out 
he was going to be discharged, and asked mo 
to intercede with Mr. on to allow him to 
return in the spring. 1 did so, but Mr. ‘Tyson. 
did not eeem inclined to take him back ; and 
he sent another man in his place as’com- 
pradore. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Warvewnrent— 
Sun-kee was first engaged by Mr. E. Cua- 
ningham, in Shanghai. It must have been in 
1863, He arrived in Tientsin in the spring, 

Wheu Sun-kee entered Russell & Co.'s 
service, I do not know what commissions 
were charged in Tientsin. In 1866, I under-

stand the commission was one per cent. I 
‘was with him eight months in 1866. Commis- 
sions paid to compradores were arranged 
between the houses aud their compradores. 
presume Sun-kee’s commission was the 
‘on all classes of goods. The actual commis 
he received before I went to Tientsin, I ha 
no personal knowledge of. We had only one 
consignment of opium, and I do not think 
Sun-Kee was compradore at the time. ‘This 
was early in 1807, after I returned. It was 
the only consignment of opium we had. ‘here 
was no assignment made with him about the 
brokerage he was to get ou opium. I do not 
Know that oat of Sun-kee’s commissions he 
had to pay native brokerage. The brokerage 
is one per cent, We did not pay brokerage. 
‘Tho matter of brokerage was never mentioned 
to mo by Sun-kee. ‘The rate named is when 
native brokers are employed. During the 
eight months 1 was at Tientsin, there was 
next to no businiess done, and consequently 
little coolie hire paid. Sun-kee did no busi- 
ness for tho house. Sun-kee claimed no 
wages from me for the first period of his 
service, When I found Sun-kee's account 
was short, in 1863, he made no claim on 
me for repairs, paper, &., &e.; but he was 
afterwards allowed by ‘Mr. Cunningham 
‘is, 1,400, In the winter of 1866, I have no 
recollection of writing to Mr. ‘Tyson regard- 
ing Sun-kee’s remuneration. In 1866, 
wo rather suspected him of doing busin 
for other foreign hovgs in Tientsin, and 
fon that account he was discharged. "I do 
not remember Sun-kee giving me any letter 
to Mr. Cunningham, on the subject of his 
salary, in 1868. " [heard Sun-kee say that he 
was going to write to Mr. Cunningham about 
affairs, and he miglt have given 
etter to forward. I told him he had b 
to Shanghai and see Mr. Cunningham, i 
of writing. Sun-keo came to Shanghai in the 
winter of 1868-9, aud saw Mr. Cuuningham, 
and had a final’ settlement with him. My 
authority is letter inarked F. (From Mr, 
ingham,euclosing, Suv-kes's promise to pay 
the Ts.

When Sun-k 
returned in 1869, he owed Russell & Co. 
3,000 ; and from time to time I carried to 
ledgor account a oredit of items of various 
things, such as ice, &e, The balance due by 
Sun-keo was transferred to the account of 
houso at Sbanghai. Some of the items in the 
account dated Shanghai, 18th March, 1873, 
are in the ‘Tientsin ledger account, ‘The Tle, 
6,812.83 is taken from the cash account, and 
ig what Sunckee admitted to be short in 
the settlement ‘of the cash account. ‘The 
document marked B. B. 
of Sunkee’ ‘Whe document ma 
is cash book. I now find 
that my remark mado on item No. 5, w: 
made under a misapprehension, Tt ia 
mitted in the Shanghai account. The plai 
tiff is correct in stating that Tis. 100 was paid 
to him on account of repairs to the upper 
Hong. ‘The upper Hong belonged to a 
‘Wientsin Chinese. Ido not know whether its 
Jease was in his name or Russell & Co.'s. Tam 
fare that Houg dinners were occasionally 
given on New Year's days, An, additional 
inner was given in the spring of one year, 
now forgotten by me, at my direction. I was 
present at that dinner, and I think that the 
said dinner was paid for, and is in the 
accounts, of the Company, (8. 8. N.) Sun-kee 
never made any claim for payment for cost of 
‘Now Year's dinuers at the time, ‘They were 
given in the interest of his own business more 
than in that of Russell & Co, He had a large 
constituency. After Sun-kee's settlement 
with Mr. Cunningham, and his return to 
‘Tientsin, T allowed him’from $50 to $65 for 
what were denominated ‘Hong expenses,” 
or “City hong allowance.” “It covered 
shroffs and coolies for chow, and occasionally 
a watchman, In 1867, Russell & Co. took 
hack the City hong, some time in September. 
Previous to that he had beeer using it 
for his own purposes. In 1869, I had ‘not 
agreed to pay more than Tis, 600.

I re-engaged the old Hong, I got it at 
the rental of Tis, 600, and so. advised 
‘Mr. ‘Tyson. With regard to item 11 (losses 
‘on Mexican dollars), after hearing Sun-kee's 
statement Iremember nothing ofit. With re- 
gard to item No. 19 (hiring of hong), I repeat 
my statement that the firm of Russell & Co. 
had nothing whatever to do with the trans- 
action. It wasa private transaction. When 
the S. S. N. shares were delivered to me, 
they were indorsed by Sun-kee to the firm of 
Russell & Co. I considered that tho shares 
having been handed over, Russell & Co. were 
‘entitled to sell them at any time. Leonsidered 
that the shares woro actually transferred to 
Russell & Co, by Sun-keo in part payment of 
his short cash. 

Mr. Drvantoxp, in commencing to address 
the Court with reference to the settlement of 
1869, said his remarks would be very 
short, According to Mr, Moore’s evidence, 
Sun-kee had never claimed anything from him 
forsalary, for the five years; and in 1868, h 
(Mr. Moore) discovered that Suu-kee wa 
short in his cash account, ‘Tis, 4,400. In 
1869, a promissory note was give by Sun-keo, 
for Tis, 3,000, payable. to Russell & Co., a8 & 
final settlement of their claims against’ him. 
‘That transaction\was particularly pertinent, for 
nothing could be plainer than that there was 
a final settlement between the parties in 
1869, and it was needless to say anything 
more about it. Ho would next refer to what 
was termed the purser’s affidavit as to the last 
account, in July, 1873. Tho purser under- 
stood there was a claim by Sun-kee for way 
for that year, but nothing was said by S 
kee then as to his claim for five years’ wages, 
‘The fact was, Sun-kee was deeply in debt, his 
creditors were down upon him, and he made 
use of the money in bis hands to stave off 
the Chinese creditors who were pressing him, 
There was not a word of evidence, except 
that of Suu-kee himself, that those claims had 
ever beon made by him as being a standing 
claim against the house. answer to the 

ingle question he (Mr. Drummond) had put 
to him, showed what his evidence was 
worth—that it was not worth the breath used 
in giving it. He admitted, that be had said 
‘the Mixed Court that he never before 
saw or heard of the piece of paper spoken to 
by the purser. But this morning, the purser 
being present, he admitted there was some 
truth in it, and that he instructed the purser to 
write it. "What reliance could be placed upon 
the evidence of a man, who could give no 
better reason or excuse for such falsehood than 
that he did not remember anything about 
it at that time? The evidence he had 
ven i Mixed Court was  tanta- 
mount to perjury, It suited his case then 
to know nothing’ about that paper, but it 
it suited it to-day to know something about 
it. Upon that single statement, he (Mr. 
Drammond) thought there was not a shadow 
of credit to be placed on his testimony. ‘The 
evidence of the witnesses examined to-day, 
was the ouly evidence worth anything in the 
laintiff's case, and how far did it affect the 
ndants? If he had not asked before, he 
Id ask now, to put in the evidence taken in 
the Mixed Court. The magistrate in that 
Court, after hearing evidence, gave a judgment 
against the present plaintiff, which amounted 
to saying that ho was indebted to the present 
defendants in the sum of Tis. 6,912. That 
‘was all he (Mr. Drummond) should say about 
the-settlewent for 1869, the evidence as to 
which he considered was sufficient to prove 
that it was a complete and final sottlement to 
that date, and that the balance of Tis. 3,000 
sectioned in the promissory note) was oving 
by Sau-kee, and promised by him to be worke 
olf by his after employment. ‘The whole of the 
present proceeding, was, hecoutended, an after- 
thought on the part of Sun-kee ;—the promis. 
sory note so clearly showing the it was a final 
ttlement between them, and that Russell 
Co., not able to obtain payment of 
the ‘Tis. 3,000 in any other way, renewed 
their engagement with him, looking to 
jet payment at a future time. With re- 
Reece to the setlement of 1873, Mr. Moore's 
evidence showed that Suu-kee owed the hous 
Tis. 6,912.35, which he proposed to settle 
with the Shanghai house when he went to 
Shanghai. ‘The magistrate of the Mixed 
Court, by the judgment he gave against him, 
believed he did owe the money; and he 
(Mfr. Drummond) asked, was it likely that a 
man would cause such a letter as that written 
by the purser to be written, if a back account 


























































































was due to him, about which nothing wes 
id in it? All this, as he had before said, 
showed that these claims were an afterthough, 
‘Tho real fact seemed to be that he did one 
the firm Tis. 6,912.35 for short cash; and 
whether he helped himself to the funds of the 
firm by his‘own act, or by the advice of 
‘anybody else, was immaterial,—he admitted 
himself short to that amount. That was 
really all that could be said in the matter, 
and there could be no doubt that the settle. 
ments of 1869 and 1873 were final settlements, 
Te should be observed, also, that the period 
of the commencement of the claim was 13 
ears ago; but be that as it may, Russell & 
. pressed for payment of the balance due 
to them, and not being able to get the money, 
sued him in his own court, and obtained a 
judgment against him, Could it have Leen 
‘expeoted, that, if the plaintiff's claims had 
been good, the pressure would have come from 
defendants’ side? He claimed Tis. 10,000 from 
the firm, and acknowledged a debt ‘to then 
of Tle, 6,912.35—why he did not sue for the 
balance?

He had never been in ‘Tien 
sin before, and kuew nothing of the business 
to be done there, so that the probable amouut 
likely to be transacted did not enter into his 
calculations. His own statement was that he 
arranged with Mr. Forbes that he was to have 
a salary after he got to Tientsin, ‘The de- 
Counsel called no evidence, ot 
this point.

Referring to the 
Chinese memo. written by the plaintiff at th 
foot of Mr. Moore's letter, he contended that 
it did not show that the plaintiff meant to 
defraud or cheat Messrs. Russell & Co. ; and 
it was straining a great deal to say that 
the lefter written by the purser showed conclu 
sively that he owed them Tis, 6,912.35. It did 
not say there was nothing due to him on the 
other side on other accounts, and it was a 
fact that the plaintiff had referred to the 
debt due to him on many occasions—he did 
not attack the firm, because he was in their 
employ, but he had continually ‘harked hack” 
toitin conversation with the purser and othere, 
Looking at the whole thing, he (Sir. Waine- 
wright) thought that his client’s story w:

‘Tho petitioner was’ compradore for the 
house of Russell & Co. at Tientsin, from the 
apring of 1862 until December, 1866, and from 

tember, 1867, until July 3st, 1873. 

hen he left his employment in 1873, he 
acknowledged that there was a cash balance 
due to the house of Taels 6,812.35. He was 
asked to pay this, and said that ho would 
settle matters at Shanghai. When asked for 
a settlement here, he set up a counter-claim of 
‘Taels 17,458.49. ‘The house admitted certain 
items brought forward by him reducing the 
balance of the cash account to Tis. 5,051, and 
failing to secure payment entered suit id the 
Mixed Court, and recovered judgment for the 
amount stated, subject however, to such de- 
ductions as might be allowed to him in this 
Court upon a hearing of his case against the 
heme, 

‘Upon the hearing in this Court, it appeared 
that’ betides tho settlement of the cash 
account at Tientsi 1873, there had been a 
settlement of some sort between the com- 
pradore and the house in 1969; and the 
parties agreed to leave to the Court, first, the 
question whether these settlements, or either 
of them, were at their respective dates final 
eottlements. 

In regard to the;settlement of 1869, the 
defence give in evidence that when Sun-1 
came to Shanghai in that year, he was short 
in his cash account Tis. 4,400, that Mr. Can- 
ningham, the managing partner of Russell 
& Co., made certain allowances which reduced 
hhis balance to Tis. 3,000, and that he gave 
to Mr. Cunningham a promissory note for this 
‘Tis. 3,000, which was afterwards liquidated by 
him. ' The facts as stated above aro derived 
from certain letters of Mr. Cunningham, which 
have been admitted by consent in evidence, 
and from the sworn statements of Mr. M. G. 
‘Moore, of the Tientsin house, 

Sun-kee says that saving certain specified 
items, he did not waive before Mr. Cunning- 
ham his claims as set forth in his petition 
to far as they bad then accrued; that 
the so called promissory note was not a note 
but an acknowledgment of the condition of 
the cash account; and that he did not pay 
the sum in at Tientsin, but that it was 
charged to him in account.

It appeared that his plan of opera- 
tious was to board the bots, accompanied by 
two other men, and tell the boatmen that he 
had authority to take their craft for Manda- 
rins’ use. Rather than let their boats go, the 
poor fellows of course submitted to a squeeze. 
On Friday last, prisoner boarded two silk 
boats in this manner, and telling the crews 
that the craft were required to convey troops 
demanded $1 from each as a release. Th 





crews being without money, could not comply 
with the demand, whereapon the prisoner 





was made to the police, and enquiries bein 
set on foot, it was ascertained that, in the 
meantime, the prisoner had gone to another 
boat at the Shantung road jetty, and, again 
failing to obtain money, coolly carried off the 
boat, which was afterwards found in a cier of 
other boats moored in the river above the 
juuk anchorage, It further appeared that in 
& small building, near the Hongkew Creek, 
‘occupied by the prisoner, which he had told 
the boatmen was a tax-office, the police dis- 
covered sixty or seventy other yulobs, but 
there was no lence to show how they got 
there, the prisoner, as yet, declining to give 
any infcrmation respecting them. He was 
entenced to receive 108 blows with the 
bamboo, and to be cangued for three months.
